I think 
I am doing Service to Mankind, 
when I publiſh this Sheet on pur. 
poſe to undeceive them in a Parti- 
cular which the moſt eminent W ri- 
ters are guilty of. To inftance in 
the Spectator and Guardian: if one 
of the Society tranſlates à Play, 
*tis immediately cry'd all the Town 
over foran Original: Another writes 
an i Epilogue, and the next Day 
prints a Paper in praiſe of it. They 
as frequently fill Papers with Que. 
tations from their own' Works, as 


if they were from other Authors; 


as they do with Franſeriptions from 
other Authors, as if they were their 
own. Mankind hath been no lefs 


amuſed by their Raillery on each 


other, than their Encomiums: The 
Short Face hath been ſeveral times 
under Cenſure: If a Man is ander 
Size, a ſingle Paper will not ſuffice 
to ridicule himſelf, and thoſe of his 


Stature.

them cannot want the Happineſs of 
an Univerſity Education, but he will 
immediately clap in a Parentheſis, 
ſome where or other, on Purpoſe.

As for the Writing of Arguments 
Pro and Con, there is ſcarce ever a 
Pamphlet printed, but the Book- 
|  Afeller bargains at the ſame time with

| World is hereby induc'd ro think 
well of it, as having deſerved a Re- 
ply. As no Man is ſaid to be a com- 
pleat Knight Errant without a Squire, 
ſo there can be no compleat Poet 
without a Critick to attend him; 
nor is any Author ſo miſerable but 
he may maintain a Critic out of 
| him, as no Beggar is ſo poor but 
he keeps a Cur upon his Scraps. 


Above all others, the Writers of 
- Diſputations continually ſerve them- 
ſelves of this Proceeding ; all —_

Labours are buried in Oblivion, if 
they have not Confuters ready to put 
the World in Mind of their Perfor- 
mances by a modeſt Reply, Animad- 
verſions, Remarks, or the like. 


About a Year ſince, a certain Wag 


ofa Proteſtant, under the Character 


of a Papiſt, publiſhed a Treatiſe, 
which he call d the Life of St. i- 
nefred; wherein he pretended to give 
an Account of that Romiſh Saint ; 
the Authorities he alledg'd, he very 
well knew, amounted to nothing; 
and it was his Intent at the Bot- 
tom, to ſhew how little Credit was 
to be given to the groundleſs Tradi- 
tions of thoſe holy People in gene- 
ral; To this End he on purpoſe 
maintain'd very weakly the Cauſe 
of one of the moſt ſtandard Engliſi 
Saints in the whole Calendar ; theſe 
kind of Legends being too abſurdly 
miraculous to gain Credit with Men 
of Senſe, ſuch as is the Author of 
St. Minefred's Life: But as ſome- 
times Ridicule will paſs upon very 
grave and pious Chriſtian — 

or 
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for good Earneſt; our Author, to 


his no ſmall Mortification, found 


himſelf interpreted in this Manner; 


and the Treatiſe only ſerved to en- 
creaſe the Number of St. Winefred's 
Votaries, inſomuch that the next 
Seaſon, her Well was troubled more 
than ever: He was therefore forc'd
